and were for their Faith put to death : and ſoon after was Chri- 
ſtopher brought our of priſon to ſuffer, and firſt they would 
have burnt him, bur the fire would do him no hurt , (believe 
Reader if thos li.) Then the King commanded heſhould be 
ſhot to death, bur as they ſhot, the arrows flew back again, and
